The contentions that a Cen' 
tral Bank can prevent bank failures 
and that it provides more adequate 
funds for certain branches of indus- 
ti7 are purely fallacious, he explained. 

lOie primary funeMon of a Cential 
Bank la to control the amount of ere' 
dit in' a<;pordance with a certain 
policy. . This pcdicy oan be either of 
tiie following: (1) To .maintain a 
steady rate of exchange: (2) To keep 
the prices in a country level. It Is 
l^ar^ly likely and often impossible 
that both these policies can be car- 
ried on at once, he stated.

T. H. Clark, who will lead the expedi- 
tion, expects that at least 30 students 
and graduates of . the Departments of 
Geology, Mining and 'Metallurgy will 
attend.

Capacity Of Finite Cylinder

Approximate Theory 
Although' radio engineers have for 
many yeairs been in a position of an 
approximate theory, Increasing pre- 
cision of measurements require a more 
accurate solution to this problem. 

Professor King outlined a procedure 
for dealing with electrical waves on a 
finite cylinder with à view to obtalning 
more accurate resiOts. The matter is 
one of very great mathematical com- 
plexity for which new methods have 
to be devised. 

The professor also indicated the 
general nature of the solution by. work- 
ing out in detair the capacity of a

CPEAKINQ on the subject "Is Quebec 
a British Province," Mr. B.' S. Colder 
K.C., last night presented a negative 
case before the McOill Law Society 
gathered in the Union Grill Room. 

In his oiienlng remarks Mr. Calder 
affirmed that Quebec is not British in 
that it has abandoned certain stand 
ards which served to Ilnkit with those 
of .the Old Country. He then pro- 
ceeded to qualify these satndards. 

No Free Speech 

The first, and probably the most 
Important, is the fact that the .prlv 
ilegc of free speech is no longer recog' 
nized in this province. As an instance 
of this, Mr. Calder cited the condi 
tloa of many of the unemployed of 
Verdun. Police are continually break 
ing up gatherings, wherein individuals 
arc desirous of discussing their griev- 
ances, arid arresting those who seek 
such a place. Mr. Calder earnestly 
warned that it was better to allow men 
to express their views openly rather 
than drive them to the cellar where 
revolution is quick to breed. 

'There Is no~race in the world that 
has based its court -procedure so en- 
tirely upon liberty as the English," de- 
clared Mr. Calder. In this province 
the reverse is true; Formerly, prO' 
cedure could be taken against a usurp- 
ing civil servant through a bundle of 
prerogative write. These have been 
done away with. A Petition .of Right 
must receive the sanction of the goV' 
ernme nt&wh@lih »bitually rejects It, .In 
as mucB^Ss^^ould be authorltlng 
suit against itself. In short there Is 
no longer recourse against civil 
servants. . ' '

is seen in the full protection accorded

In conclusion Mr. .Calder 
stated that toe reason tor Greai; Bri- 
tain's success in democracy,, while it is 
agonizing elsewhere, is to be found in 
her communal solidarity.

The Amateur And CrUiciam 

The curtain is atraut to eo up on November, 
the debut month of amateur dramatic organlzii- 
tions in the university and throushout the city. 
Everywhere groups are busy putting a first pro- 
duction tlirough ite> paces, confidently full of be- 
lief tliat everything about ■t^elj^Playj-and its prcs- 
entation is the best it can'SteP^urSepariraents, 
— play choosing, casting, directing, scenery build- 
ing, business ma nagemen t, publicity, — all go to 
make the success |c^^ 3'yénture, and in these days 
of precarious,,bank-:°ba]an'ces, , to ensure the possi- 
bility of further seasonal ventures. 

Where, exactly, docs the critic fit into the suc- 
cess or failure of the play? Obviously, if the play 
is competently handled, a complimentary review by 
a compliant critic will do more than publicity in 
catching that most elusive of all thhigs; a second- 
night audieuce. There have been well-known in- 
stances of a group that come whining to the critic: 
"Pleape, Mr. Critic, say a kind word and save the day 1" 
in much the same way that a student begs a similar 
favour from an examiner the day before a crucial 
test, — both cases admitting weakness. What can 
the crkic do? — if he slides over tlie performance, 
of what vnlue his criticism? If he, literally speak- 
mg. steps on the performance,' complaint is louder 
than before. 

Perhaps, then, it is as wéllï te| g i wj^ln|^yance 
of forthcoming amateur prodwilojBtSSmKtate- 
mcnt of critical difficulties and expectations. Every 
contest should have a clear statement of rules, 

A critic, by the very nature of bis occupation, 
must, be; purely objective In his remarks. Dramatic 
cfi¥cism's'lmplies objectivity and comparison with 
other levels of performance which are generally 
accepted as standards. Personal likes and dis- 
likes play no part in the Judgment of a critic. The 
actors in a play are individual and do not .see 
themselves as an entity: the raison'd'etra of à critic 
Is to point out in what measure they conform or 
do not conform to these standards. 

Amateurs are .in a unirue position. They are 
not bound by commercial prospects, nor are they 
expected to please by tricks of the- trade. They 
should be experimenters. If not leaders, in the ad- 
vance 'of expression. And so they should strive to- 
wards the highest poesible standards. It is the 
crtic's function to compare their efforts, -with these 
standards.. • ... .....r'--;-.. 

Kindness is a mistaken policy in ^^he criticism 
of amateurs: It can only induce self-complacency, 
and is of no practical value to'all concerned. There 
are two,kiiu^ of^klndneM, pm^^^ and ne^a^jiyg:, 
the'oiïe ia^mé^rély 

neither case is a true picture^|mp Menfea^ 
"kind" to all concerned in a^pi!mucHM?f implies, 
generally, detailed references of the most minor 
contribution, however insignificant to the whole; 
lack of space limits a critic'* comments to only 
o^tstandhig Impressions. No^, on ttie other Itand, 
is « criticism of any value which has the obvious 
intention of being vituperative for the mere sake 
oé vituperation and for any sensational effect such 
a policy will create." Soniewhere between these two 
methods of procedure lies the. critic's course. 

Do Amateurs Really Want Criticism? 

The whole question seems to resolve itself 
around this point: are amateurs seriously interest- 
ed In perfecting thehr art through application of 
real - criticism? Observation has led one to eX' 
pect the opposite. The average amateur does his 
bit for the pleasure he derives from the play itself, 
from resulting social connections, from being mo 
mentarlly in the spotlight, and from the expecta 
tion of seeing his name well spoken of in print. 
To this particular fellow a word of bard criticism, 
however Just, is overwhelmingly unwelcome and 
generally resented. * 

In consequence the amateur develops a frame 
of mind , which makes him unwilling to apply serl 
«usly-lntended criticism to his efforts, even to thi 
limited extent possible In his necessarUy brief and 
sporadic performances. He would -much prefer a 
"kind" criticism that serves as the final touch to 
a period of pleasant effort, gratifying to read, but 
soon forgotten. HowKcan ithls provoke Improve- 
ment or desire for improvement In either the tech- 
nique of the actor or the standard of subsequent 
productions? 

If the amateur Is interested only In the 3\m 
day School type of performance, efforts spent ou 
real criticism will be wasted. If, on the other 
liand, he seeks to better his standard, his char 
acterlstlc attitude towards criticism niust be , 'wholly 
revised, and the whole question approach'ed'rWbm 
a more adult frame of mind.

Dear Sir: 

Allow me to say a lew words regard- 
ing Herr Mueller-Hickler of the North 
German Lloyd at the opening meeting 
of the German Club (pardon me, 
"Germania," or Is It "Garniùnià novo? ') 
held last Wednesday night in the 
Strathcona Hall. 

One cannot but disagree with the 
speaker that the most outstanding fea- 
ture of the New Germany was the pre- 
valence of a new spirit, for new as it is 
when compared with the liberal spirit 
prevailing in the English-speaking 
countries, It Is Indeed comparable to 
the spirit of the dark Middle Ages. 
While the Nazi spirit may be brand 
new and fresh to Herr Hldider -the 
well-trained Nazi demagogy he used 
that evening *as certainly not gen- 
uine. The world docs not understand 
thé German mentality, he claimed. Of 
course! For how could It understand 
the present Germany? Did it not ap- 
preciate, and still does, the Germany 
of Goethe and Kant, Heine and Less- 
Ing, Mann and Wassermann? But the 
world most emphatically rejects and 
abhors the dragging of a German girl 
and her mother over the streets be- 
cause the former dared to love "a 
non Aryan" male while , tta e^l at ter knew 
and did not object to i^l^MpnUgbt- 
ened nations. Great siritalhT France 
and others, together with any other 
Intelligent human beings, cannot pos- 
sibly understand why one should bo 
offered a reward for killing the quiet 
and peace-loving genius Einstein, and 
why the author of "Bismark" and 
"Goethe " should be declared 'traitors. 
It is incomprehensible Indeed why 
great men in ever so many fields of 
science should be literally thrown out 
from universities, while .the medicines 
and-iremedies. invented and., discovered 
by : their colleaigues of thè saine race 
should likewise not be discarded. 
Biologists of odier countries have not 
yet found the blood of gene differences 
between an. Ayran and non-Ayran or 
a non-Ayran of fifth generation and 
that 'of . a six and a half generation, 
as the founders of Das Dritte Reich 
propounded ... An intelligent dérman 
should be insulted If this mentality is 
to be called the German, mentality, it 
is rather a morbid, psychopathic or 
barbaric mentaUty. 

Herr Hickler recites the well-known 
Nail version: newspapers of this side 
of the water view the situation largely 
from a one-sided angle. Well, Hpr 
Hlcklcr,..the single facts cited above and 
many more like these were reported 
by such newspapers as the Manches- 
ter Guardian, the DaUy Telegraph as 
well as by many distinguished -per- 
sonalities who visited or still are in 
Germany, or such "liars" as Emll 
Ludwlg. Stephen Wise, the publisher 
of the New York German newspaper 
"Stadts" Zeltung." There is no rea- 
son why these reports should not 
be taken at least as reliable as, and 
forÉ^^lôbvlous reasons, even more

Central Control In 
Banking Operations 
Of Canada

level shows the importance 'of_ carry- 
ing out the second policy. 

Another important function of a 
central bank would be to arrange with 
other central banks to prevent undue 
accumulation of gold In any one coun- 
try at the expense of oÈiiers. More- 
over cctitrol^^jcs can aid In prevent- 
hig compétitive' currency depreciallbn 
when countries are off tho gold stan- 
dard. Other functions would be the 
provision for emergency currencies and 
to introduce, economy by the .system 
of centralizing reserves. 

Some Radical Defect ' 

Ai-thur Styles wlio delivered the 
second paper, divided his speech Into 
two topics: (1) Do wc need a central 
bank in Canada? and (2) The diffi- 
culties confronting Its establishment- 
Tile growing agitation for a central 
bank climaxed by the recent sitting 
of the MacmlUan Commission shows 
that somewhere there must be a radi- 
cal defect In our banking system. The 
root of the present trouble, be stated, 
was that the entire banking resources 
and credit of Canada are split up 
among and under the absolute con* 
trol of tea privately owned banks, 
each pursuing its own selfish interests- 
To cure this defect necessitates a 
Central Bank which will control the 
whole banking resources and credit 
and work for the interests of the na- 
tion. . 
Controls Credit 

By controlling the general direction 
and flow of credit, a central bank 
would not have to interfere with the 
ordiiiary loan practices of an Indivi- 
dual bank. One of the reasons for 
Canada's departure from the Oold 
Standard was due to the inconsequen- 
tial operation of the discount rate by 
those in, charge. 

. But can a Central Bank be estab' 
llshed in Canada? The cost would no: 
be great, in the first place, he stated. 
Styles said that he was not in favour 
of granting the Central Bank a mono; 
poly of note issue, as. we have a safe' 
and elastic bank note currency The. 
mcthod..by. which a central bank at- 
tempts to stabilize .its monetary unit 
is through the rediscount rate. To 
make this rate effective a Central 
Bank is often forced to ,^n^rk on 
the open market operatic^. -But Can- 
ada not having a money market can 
only exorcise a "passive" type of con 
trol. Hence a Central Bank In Can 
ada at first would not have over the 
other banks the .closo control which, is 
possible in countries, with . money 
markets.

(Continned from Page c One) 
cowl nèck]lné,$whleli%dressmakers 
today havç'presenteâ as^ew and 
orighial. Coats were great^^aj^fairs 
of material Just flung from' one 
shoulder to another with studied 
art and VEuricd in length according 
to the amount of cbverhig required 
by the weather. The dress of the 
Women wais essentUdly the same as 
the men's, often with a great 
blouse. No matter how full and 
different each costume mrght be, 
yet it was always only one piece of 
cloth and never cut. An efitect of 
sleeves was given by using. a great 
wldth'^and pinning it with brooches 
all the way down the arm aiid al- 
lowing the fullness to drape Itself 
underneath. Men always wore 
white, scarlet -cioaks being affected 
by the young blades; the women 
yellow; and the laborers brown or 
gréy. Nobody wore black. ' The 
wealth of a person was shown by 
the difference of material used, the 
nionicd class wearing light weight 
wool or fine linen. Sandals were 
worn on the feet and underclothes 
mostly not at ail. 

Tlie Greek dress should riot at 
all bo classed with that of. the 
Roman, which was Just as differ- 
ent from it as Chinese Is from 
English. Roman togas arc a com- 
plete mystery ' ' to students of . 
costuming, who know that .they 
were cut and sewn but have no 
Idea or in what way they were 
worn. 

When asked if ! he advanced the 
adoption of Greek cldthing now, 
Prof. Traquair said not 'but that 
the study of it gave a much keener 
appreciation of Greek art and 
•sculpture.
